MAKING ECONOMY CONCRETE. 
The little boy who would put too much sugar in his coc'oa had been 
called 'o task over and over again by his mother. 
She had showed him the sugar which remained in the bottom of his cup, 
explained to him that the extra sugar which the cocoa couldn't take up didn't 
make it any sweeter and therefore might just as well stay in the pugar-bowl 
instead of going into the dishpan and making the dishwashing a little harder. 
The little boy acknowledged the justice of all this, but it was hard for 
him to fix hi.s active young mind on such an unimportant matter and so he 
kept forgetting and loading in three times the sugar he needed. 
Finally his mother had an idea. You see, she wanted to break Billy of 
that habit, not because she had to scrape and save to make ends meet, but 
because she didn't believe in uselessly extravagant habits and she didn't 
want Billy to acquire even this minor one. 


Making Candy Out Of Wasted Sugar. 
"Billy, boy," she said, "if that sugar that you waste every .day and that 
Xqrah has to stop and dig out of your cup were kept in the sugar-bowl I 
think we'd have enough to make vinegar candy at least twice a month often- 
er than we do." 
"Billy's eyes opened wide. That was a new way of looking at it. Saving 
sugar for a concrete end, that was different. 
"Can I make the vinegar candy if I don't waste any more sugar?" h'e 
asked eagerly. 


After That He Didn't Waste Any More Sugar. 
"You may," said Billy's mother.

It seems to me it would be infinitely easier for all of us, big and little, 
to acquire the saving habit if we only would learn to sense what we waste, 
to translate it into something definite and concrete.

Peach Cottage Pudding—Stir sliced 
peaches into a.. batter made of one- 
naif cup sugar, 
three 
tablespoons 
melted butter, one beaten egg, one 
cup of milk, one pint Hour, three tea- 
spoons baking powder. 
Bake in a 
leaf. 
Serve with hard sauce. 
Peach Ice Cream — Three

Peach Delight— Three tablespoon- 
fuls tapioca, l'%. cupfuls water, sugar 
to taste, pinch of salt and boil until 
clear.

peaches 
sliced, pour into a baking dish and 
bake twenty minutes, lake out of the 
oven and cover top with marshmal- 
lows, set about one-half inch apart, 
put back in oven until marshiuallows 
are partly melted and slightly brown- 
ed.

A-AUNDERING HINT. 
There is a, simple method of press- 
ing embroidery which most persons 
use, yet there is one small but im- 
portant item that is seldom consid- 
ered. 
The pressing is done over a heavy 
padding or toweling. Turkish towel- 
ing is excellent, but the imprint is 
apt to show, especially if the 
em- 
broidered article is of; a delicate ma- 
terial. To avoid this place an old 
piece of fine muslin between the tow- 
eling and the embroidery. . 
The majority of people press 
di- 
rectly on the back of the embroidered 
article with the iron. This is a great 
mistake, as the, iron may catch on a 
thread and cut or strain the stitches. 
Always place a thin piece of muslin 
over the wrong side and press over 
it, so the iron does not come in direct 
contact with an,y of the threads. You 
will find ycur lembroidered center- 


pieces, etc., will last longer, as it is 
largely due 
to careless 
laundering 
that many piecff wear out so quick- 
ly.When the embroidery is in eyellet 
Stitch or radio punch work, use a sti- 
letto each time after laundering and 
the work will look like new.

respondence of his own nation to han- 
dle but. the veritable "bales" of mall
